parchus, as repo? ted by Pliny, was at the pains to compoſe 
1des fr 600. years together. TI wiſh the World full 

as much good as Hipparchus did it; but my Fortune zs too 
narrow to befriend it /o far. *Tis more trouble to me to pro- 
cure an Ephemerides Printed, than to Calculate it : and 
could I have found an encouragement equal but to the Tithe 
of my Pains, theſe Ten Years had been made up Fifty. But 
the Friends to Celeſtial Order aud Energy, are bounded by the 
like Limits, as thoſe that know nothing thereof.

Every thing conſidered, we have no reaſon to boeſt of the 
great perteCtion in Aſtronomy. we have arrived at in our 
Days: Sith its moſt probable, we have loſt more-sn the Hun- 
dred, than we have gained in the Shire. And for one am- 
ple and ingenious diſcovery herein, we ſuffer five approved 
verityes to paſs to Oblivion. We think we do well enough, 
when we advance our own private Fame and Fortune under a 
Celeſtial Diſguiſe, although thercby we do nothing, but make 
it our grand work to pick quarrels with our Fellow-Students, 
and level their Reputations 5 (to make way for the promotion 
of our own) as if there were not Elbow-room ſufficient in 
Altronomy and Aſtrology , for all the T:rgenionſly ſtudions 
therein, without this Hc@or-like Juſiling of one another. 
T could tell thee (good Reader, and yet it may be thou 
knoweſt it already ) that the very beſt of Artiſts have Erred, 
even in their beſt of Worksz and that it is but humanity 
to do ſo. And that Maginus and Origanus, though hotly op- 
poſing each other, are both to be faulted i» ſome things.

Howbeit, it were to be wiſh- 
ed, that the Aſtrologer rderſiood Aſtronomy, and that the 
Aſtronomer were ac7r:inted with Altrology : Altheneh I do 
in truth deſpair of ever finding many fo be fo happily Ac- 
compliſhed.

Some ſober Readers may be apt to miſcinterpret me for my 
mentioning ſo many Eminent Saints in 41y Calendar, with 
the reaſon of their Canonization by the Holy Church. As 7 
have done it to offend none, fo I hope none will (without rea- | 
ſon) be offended thereat. It is only matter of fat which 7 
relatez and of ſuch Fatt too, that happened in the growing 
times of Chriltianity, long before the diſtinguiſhing terms of 
Papiſts and Proteſtant were ever heard off. — Beſides, it is 
of proper uſe to Almanack-Makers, who often put them down 
in their Annual Books 3 yet ſew of them: know the reaſon of 
their ſtanding there 3 as having no other Authority but Cu- 
ſtom, and the Example of Others for ſo doing.

down in the Calendar, with the Times and Caules of their 
ſufferings. But now, if any over-zealous againſt Superſti- 
tion, ſoul ſcem troubled herext > and object, That I have 
Sainted 2 ſr greater number than ever they heard off, (though 
in truth a far leſs number than the Chriſtian Church hath 
thus honoured.) 1t is to tell them, that Holy Men and Wo- 
men in former times were not fo ſcarce, but that we might 
eaſily fill an Ephemeris with them. Ard what if I ſhould 
ſay, that T think it unreaſonable, if not unchriſtian, to ex- 
clude thoſe the Calendar on Earth , which are admitted as 
; Members in the High Court of Heaven? And ſarely the 
worthieſt Patterns, are the 20ſt fit for our Imitation, 

There needs no more to be ſaid in this place, but that I give 
my Book my Blefling, as I hope it hath that of Heaven al- 
ready; and, Tam confident, ſhall not miſs that of good Men 
in its progreſs through the World, as many others of its fel- 
lows, inferiour in growth unto it , have been made happy 
withal.

EPHEMERIDES: 


CHAP. I. 


Of the Derivation, Definition, and compoſition 
of Epiemerides, 


Phemerides, Or igiueets, is a Greek word, and com- 
n pounded of &z and juigz; and lignifies no more 
than an Almimark, Diary, Regiſter, or Journal, &Cc. 
according to the dittcrent Idioms of ſeveral Countries or 
Nations. As with the A4/ſprians, Almanack: with the La- 
tines, Diary, from Diarium : with the Exgliſh, a Regiſter, 
or Journal, &*c. relating to each day of the Year : with 
the Hebrews, Almanahh, or Kalendar ; with the Dutch, or 
Germans, Almonaght, (i. e.) Almonheed, to wit a reſpect 
had to the daily courſe of the Moon in the whole Year; 
and thence it is, we have our Year compounded of Months, 
or Moons. ; 
In an Aſtronomical ſence, Ephemerides are Tables of 


the Caleſtial Motions, calculated to a ccrtain time, and 
X for 
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A Brief IntroduGion 
for a certain place; exhibiting the Places of the ſeaven 
Erratique Stars both in Longitude and Latitude 3 toge- 
ther with Ecliples of the Luminaries, and the ſeveral 
configurations of the Planets, as well among themſelves, 
as with the Moon, for the whole year throughout. And 
the Noon-time being the moſt noble, and moſt obſerva- 
ble time of the Day , the Sun {who is Fors Lucir, Cor 
Mundi, Rex Planetarum,. &c.) then poſleſiing the chief- 
eſt point in Heavens Altronomers, with good warrant of 
reaſon, have evermore accuſtomed them(elves to accom- 
modate their Calculations thereunto : always beginning 
their days at that time, and ſo reckoning them from Noon 
to Noon. 

For the more ealte compoſing of Ephemerides , divers 
Learned Perfons have invented Canons, and Tables : 
as Hipparchus, Ptolemy , Alphonſus, S$antsbech, Copernicus, 
and many more 3 yet, for want of underſtanding the 
true Hypotheſes of Nature, they were, by after-times, 
found imperfect and Erroneous; as Demonſtration from 
the Caleſtial Phenomena hath ſufficiently evinced. A 
reformation hereof many have attempted, and that with 
good ſucceſs : As the Treſ-Noble Tycho Brahe, the Witty 
Kepler 3 the Induſtrious Brllialdus, the Ingenious Shack- 
erly, Wright, and Wing, of our own Nation 3 fo alſo the 
admirably Learned Aforinus of Frances cum multis aliis, 
&-c, (o that now we need not to complain of the defici- 
ency of, or defects in-Aſtronomy , which our Laborious 
Predecellors but juſtly bewailed and lamented : this Art 
having arrived at ſuch perfeCtion, now in our days, that 
we are (you ſee) able to point out the Planets exact 
places, Eclipſes, &-c. many years before they happen and 
this ſo certainly, that the Lazy Aſtrologer, wholy Igno- 

rant 
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rant of Aſtronomy, may, in thoſe matters, for any Nati- 
vity, or Cceleſtial Ingreſs, or Radix whatſoever, take the 
Aſtronomers word , without hazzarding his own reputa- 
tion, if ſo be, he be but perfect 1n the knowledge of what 
he pretends unto. 

We need not ſpend much time , or paper, in explain- 
ing theſe Ephemerides 3 each Column being the Interpre- 
ter of it's own Contents and fignifications, to any that 
but know the Characters of the Planets, Signs, and Aſ- 
pe&ts : But leſt this Book ſhould fall into the hands of 
ſome that do not underſtand them , they may thus learn 
to know them.

As the Planets are always moving through the twelve 
Signs of the Zodiack , they frequently make ſeveral 
Angles or Aſpects to, or with each other: and fo are 
ſometimes found in ConjunTjon, Sextile or Trine; other- 
times in 2radrate or Oppoſition, with one another. How 
theſe Aſpects are made; is not my preſent taſk to diſcover, 
the explanation thereof more properly belongs to the In- 
troduCtions to Aſtrology. Belides, I ſhall meet occaſi- 
on largely to diſcourſe of them in my intended Body 
of Aſtrology 3 and therefore here will only ſhew 
you, how to underitand their ſeveral Marks or Cha- 
racters.

[n the next place, I come to ſhew you how theſe Ephe- 
merides 
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merides are framed and diſtinguiſhed. For the more conve- 
nient accommodation of the Reader, I have divided each 
Month of the Zphemerides intotwo Grand Pages; a Right, 
and a Left. 


The Left land Page conſiſts of x1. Collumes ; the firſt 
whereof contains the days of the Month 3 the ſecond, 
the Days of the Week, with the Dominical Letter; the 
third, the place of the Sunz the fourth, the Moons place; 
the fifth, the Moons Latitude; the ſixth, the place of 84- 
turn; the ſeventh, the place of Jupiter; the eighth, the 
place of Azrs 3 the ninth, the place of Yerns; the tenth, 
Mercury's place 3 the eleventh, the place of the Dragons 
head : according to their Characteriſtical Titles. At the 
' foot of this page you will find the Latitude of Saturn, 
Jupiter, Mars, Venus, and Mercrry; whether North or 
South , under their reſpective Collumes of Longirude, 
to every tenth Day: When you meet the Letter R. it 
tells you the Planet he relates to, then becomes Retro- 
grade; when with D. it ſhews you when he attains to 


Direction. 


The right hand page conſiſts of 11. Collumns likewiſe, 
and preſents unto you theWeeks, and Months, Days, and 
the Feaſtivals of each Day in the Tear both fixed and 
Movable , as they have reſpe& to both Accounts, viz. 
alwel the Gregorian as Julian 3 1t allo gives you the times 
of the Mutual and Lunary Configurations of the Pla- 
nets; and their various Stations, Orientalities , Occi- 
dentalities, &-c. together with the ſeveral Eclipſes of the 
Luminaries, againſt the refpe&ive Days they happen on. 
At the bottom of this page , I have given a brief Hiſto; 
rical Account of diyers of the Saints, whoſe Names are 
commonly 
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commonly mentioned in the Calendar, with rhe times 
they lived in, and the pretended Crimes for which they 
ſuffered, and when they came to the honour of a Cano- 
nization. And thus I have briefly - explained the Fphe- 
merides. 


CHAP. II. 


Of the uſe of Ephemerides. 


2 E uſe of Fphemerides is conſiderably great ; or 
elſe no one in his Wits would be at the trouble of 
compoſing them: for a Man by the help of theſe Tables 
ſhall obtain the true places of the Planets, both in Lon- 
gitude and Latitude, with other their Paſſions and Af- 
fections, in a moment, and by Inſpection , in a manner; 
whereas otherwiſe, he could not accompliſh them in/many 
hours, and that by Laborious Calculation. Eminently 
advantagious therefore , muſt it needs be to ſuch Aftro- 
logers and Phyficians, that have not proceeded ſo far in 
Aſtronomy, as to be able to calculate the Planets places 
}at all : of both which ſort I know many very ignorant 
herein. 


But ſecondly, Fphemerides are not only of uſe to ſuch 
perſons, as inhabite the ſame Latitude unto which it 1s 


referred 3 but unto ſuch as are abiding in any part of 
this 
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this Earthy Globe. And this by a very eafie Reduction 
from its proper Meridian unto them 3 which is performed 
by underſtanding-the difference of the Longitudes of Pla- 
ces. [ A Table of the Latitudes of the principal places, 
not only in Great Britain and Ireland, but of the World, 
together with their Temporary diſtances from the Ho- 
nourable City of London, unto which City our Fpheme- 
rides 1s referred,, I will hereafter inſert, for the better 
compaliing this end.)

To thoſe places that Iye under the ſame Meridian 
with London , thele Fphemerides require no veduttion 5 
but unto ſuch that differ there-from they do : viz. ſuch 
places that have their Meridians removed either Eaſt- 
ward or Weſtward of it. For in the Eaſtern parts of 
the World. the Sun, Moon, and Stars, do riſe, come 
to the Meridian, and ſet tooner, than they do to thoſe 
'that are Weſtward 3 by reaſon of the Earths Rotation, 
as may be ſeen by the Globe. There muſt therefore 
be addition or ſubſtraction made accordingly , to, or 
from the Meridian of theſe our Fpherrerides, as we ſhall 
(hew anon.

Now the difference of Meridians between two pla- 
ces, is nothing clſe but an Arch of the Aquator compri- 
ſed between them. Which Arch (for our purpoſe) be- 
ing converted into time , by allowing fifteen degrees of 
the Aquator to one hour of time, and one degree there- 
of to four Minutes of time, and ſo proportionally to any 
greater or leſſer difference, it gives our defire. But, to 
facilitate ſuch Arithmetical Operations, for the ſake of

F you would feeck the Motion of a Planet in a Meri- 

dion different from your Ephemerides, look into the Ca- 
talogue for fuch City or Place, and take the hours and 
minutes of temporary diſtance adhering thereto; and to 
your given time add the ſame, if your place be more 
Weſtward than Lodo, or ſubſtract them from. your gi- 
ven time, if your place be more Eaſtward; and fo by 
the help of your Tables of proportion, for xquating the 
Planets Motions, which I ſhall hereafter inſert, you have 
your delire. 

But if you deſire to do it a more nimble way, you may | 
obſerve this ready rule. For every two minutes of an 
hour, your place is diſtant in Longitude from the City of 
London, you mult allow one minute in the Moons Motion, 
and five ſeconds in the Suns, and either add or ſubſtra&, 
them to, or from their places found in the Fphemerides, 
as the Place or City you would reduce to, is either Eaſt- 
ward or Weſtward of London - So may you proceed for 
any greater ſpace of time. In the ſuperiour Planets $4- 
turn, Jupiter, or Mars, theſe reductions are not lo necel- 
ſary, by reaſon of the tardity of their Motions 5 'but in 
the inferior Planets, Yerus, and Mercury , you may give 
them the ſame allowance as you do the Sun,

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CHAP. IIL. 


Of the differences of Days, and their Re- 
duftion, &c. 


Day is either Artificial, Political, Natural, or Aſtro- 
nomical; An Artificial Day. conſiſts of twelve 
hours, according to the Scriptures, John 11. 19. but ſome 
great Clerks have thought that ſpace of time to be a Day 
Artificial, wherein the Sun maketh his abode above the 
Horiſon, or is carryed (according to vulgar appearance) 
from the Eaſt by the Mid-heaven, to the Occident ; that 
is, from his riſing to his ſetting 3 and theſe days differ pro- 
portionally to the Seaſons of the Year, as common Expe- 
rtence teſtifies. 

A Day Political is very diverſe according to the Na- 
tions wherein it is uſed, and reſpetts its: beginning chiefly. 
The Athenians, Polonians, Italians, &c. began their Days | 
at Sun-ſetting : the Jews, Chaldeans, Perſians, and Norim- 
bergians, Babylonians, &c. from the Suns riſing : the #gyp- 
tians and Romans, from Mid-might ; of whom we in Emng- 
lind take our pattern of accounting the hours thereof 
from Mid-night, one, two, three a Clock, @*c. 

The Day Natural conſiſts of twenty four hours, viz. of 
that ſpace of time wherein the Aquator accompliſheth 
one revclution according to the Primmm mobile, and ſuch 
an Arch or Portion thereof, as doth anſwer to the Diur- 
nal Revolution of the Sun 3 which is generally the ſame. 

But an Aſtronomical Day 1s always reckoned from 
Noon to Noon, becauſe Aſtronomers thence begin their 
e Calcula- 
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our Ephemerider, are to be reduced unto Days Aſtrono- 
mical, The Umbrians and Arabians account their Days 
after Aſtronomers : and are thereby perhaps more incli- 
| ned by a ſecret Deſtiny to Caeleſtial Obſervations, than 
many other Countryes. For, beyond all peradventure, 
| whole Climates have their different propenfions, Inclina- 
tions and Cuſtoms, from particular Stars or Conſtellations, 
as well as perſons; as the Books of Aſtrology do abun- 
| dantly inform us.

Of the Inequality of Natural Days, and their 
A quation. 


OU were told before what a Day Natural is 3 1 
come here to ſhew you that it 1s not always equal, 
and that for three reaſons as Aſtronomers have well ob- 
ſerved. Firſt, from the alteration of the Zodiacks Obli- 
quity. . Secondly, By reaſon of the Mutation of the Suns 
| Apogeo0n and Eccentricity. And thirdly, In reſpect of Af- 
| centional difference. And theſe inequalities muft needs 
beget error in time if not correfted. Aſtronomers there- 
fore by great and diligent ſtudy , have invented Days 
equal, conliſting of ſuch a portion of time, as one Revo- 
lution of the Aquator is finiſhed in, and ſuch a farther 
part thereof, as 1s anſwerable to that Arch of the Eclip- 
{ tick the Sun paſſeth in his middle motion, which is 59/. 8. 
and 49, for as much as the EquinoCtial is fo often

wheeled about thereby , as there be Days in the Year. | 


But, now, becauſe the Sun is obſerved to be ſometimes 
fvifter, and othertimes {lower, than this middle motion 
of his mentioned, it followeth that the Days are found to! 
differ from it. and become unequal, as was faid before. 
And fince all Ephemrrerides are calculated according to the 
mean Motion, or equal time mentioned, it is manifeſt, 
that the Planets Motions cannot be referred to-true, ap- 
parent, and unequal Days, without zquation be firſt made; 
which difference between the Equal and apparent Days, | 
is ſometimes leſfer, and ſometimes more, and ſometimes 
increaſeth, and ſometimes decreaſeth , and is to be at 
ſometimes added to, and othertimes ſubſtrated from the 
equal time given, and fo the apparent is obtain'd. - The 
differences of the hours and minutes under the title Time! 
from Noon, in your Domifying Tables evince the reaſon 
hereof in ſome meaſures, even to the moſt vulgar Aſtrolo- 
ger.

N this Year there will be celebrated but two Eclipſes, 
and both of the Sun: But the Moon paſleth clear from 
ſuffering any ſuch defef, becauſe they of the Sun are 

Central, as1s well obſerved by Heicker out of Keplers Epit- 
Aſtron. Lib. 6. 

The firſt Eclipſe of the Sun happens on Thurſday, February 
the 6.day,about our @. a Clock at Night, and therefore not to 
be ſeen of us, becauſe both the Luminaries will be beneath 
our Horizon. But untoſuch who inhabit the Longitude of 
156. Degrees Weſtward from us, it will be total, it happen- 
ing ſonear the North node of the Moon, and will appear 
exceeding dark or black for the time; according to Appriar, 
who neatly treateth of the Colour of Eclipſes. | 

The ſecond Eclipſe that this year happens of the Sun, 
will be Celebrated on Satarduy, Angſt the ſecond, about 
Qur nine a Clock 1n the Morning, but will be ſcarcely ſeen 
of us, by reaſon of the Moon Latitude, and Parallax. It is 
poſlible ſome ſmall] part of it, may be obſerved toward the 

F End 
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Of the Eclipſes, 1673 


'End thereof, on the Southſide of the Sun, bur it being ſo 
little, it will hardly be diſcernable in our Brittiſh Hori- 
zon. This latter Eclipſe though inviſible to us, may be ſeen 
in the Atlantique Ocean, and in the greater part of Africa ; 
as alſo by ſuch as paſs the Arabian and Indian Seas; but be-| 
cauſe that neither of theſe Defecs are likely to be viſible 
to us; I ſpare all further diſcourſe thereof. 

As a Demonſtration of the great perfection Aſtronomy 1s 
arrived unto in this our Age, all ingenious Perſons may, 
on the fifth of November this year, an hour or two before 
the Sun riſes, obſerve a Famous Conjunction of Jupiter and 
Mars in the Eaſt, in four degrees of Scorpio, a little to the 
Southward of the ſhining Stars of the Ballance. This Con- 
junftion will be Ecliptical, the Planets Latitudes being the 
ſame, and Mars will hide a great part of Jupiter from our 
ſight. I commend it to the endeavours of the ſober Aſtro- 
nomer, and Navigator, as being the moſt fit to improve fo 
noble a Phenomenon.

The ſecond Eclipſe of the Sun happens on November the 
25th about our eight a Clock in the Morning. The Sun 
riſes Eclipſed as to us, and, if the weather prove fair we 
may behold the defeft. This Eclipſe will be viſible alſo in 
the Kingdoms of Brafara, Benin, in New Guinea, Midagaſcar, 
Firginia, and alſo in the Ethiopick Ocean, &*c. and in ma- 
ny other places, as ſuch, whom it concerns, (if they'l take 
the pains) may fiad by the Globe. | 

In this year alſo will be celebrated a notable Conjunttion 
of Saturn and Mars with the Pleiades, or that Conſtella- 
tion vulgarly called the ſeaven Stars. It happens on fo 
15. day, and may be ſeen alittle after Midnight, inthe Eaſt 
part of the Heavens. *Tis a Conjunttion well worth the 
obſerving, and perhaps the Trine of Jupiter and Venus, 
which happens that Evening, may occaſion a good and clear 
Air for the purpoſe; though I cannot promiſe you it ſhall 
laſt very long.

Find, by mundane Report, that I am blamed for give- 
| ing Advertiſement of this Book ſo long, and fo often 

before its Publication. Let the Learned and Ingent- 
ous know, it is no fault of mine, that the World hath not 
ſeen it ſooner, The Copy hath been out of my hands 
this three years almoſt. 3 and the Concerns of Companyes, 
are not like thoſe of private perſons. IF it be now but 
kindly accepted, it comes time 'enough abroad 3 if it be 
received with prejudice, it then comes too ſoon to the 
Light 3 and, if I had had an apprehenſion of ſuch an en- 
tertainment to it, it ſhould for ever have been buried in 
Obſcurity : to which Fate, (T am fatisfyed,) its deſpica- 
ble Author, 1s once to be Doom'd. No Mans Alchoco- 
doneal Circle being Eternal : that only is the Priviledge of 
a Deity. 

But, herein I am to acquaint the World, that my Hypo- 
theſis is ſo well approved of, (and the Tables too, by

If my Printers, it is of lo little in- 
jury to the World, (there being the right Dies Cineru, 10 
ts proper place, that I cannot equitably recriminate upon 
him, But rather give him my thanks for his care in gene- 
ral, and heartily wiſh, that every Aſtrological or Mathema- 
tical Work were ſubje&t to no greater Typographical 
misfortune.
